SOLDIERS SUPERSTITIONS 

‘As to. whether the Cunfoderate soldior 

was ony more superstitious than the Federal 

_ [neither admit nor deny, but I think the 

gama superstitions in rogard to battles pra- 

bably prevailed to an équal extent on both

once accepted and pinned our faith to 
them,

serving with an Alnbama regiment, and on 
tho morning of the day on which we were 
making our coffee at the early camp-firo I 
heard a sort of groan from s comrade, and 
as L turned to look-at him [noticed that he 
was staring into 
thing like terror, 


ly pale. 

What is it?! T asked. 

- €T ghall bo killed to-day,’ he groaned out. 

‘Fudge. We don’t know that oven-a 
single muskat will be fired. 

*T dreamed last night,’ he whispered, 
‘thot [looked down upon a sheet of water 
whoao surface was covered with bubbles, 
aud amidst thom T saw my own dead face. 
T shall be shot before night.’ : 

I ridiculed the idea, and brought up 
others to assist mo, but the only re ly to 
our raillery. was a sid shake of the head. 
Ho was a bolicver in dreams, and he cor- 
tainly felt that his last day had come. In 
place of eating his breakfast ho scribbled off 
a lotter to his mother, and entrusted it to a 
comrade. Ina little timo we got the order 
to. march, and before noon my regiment 
was thrown forward to uncover a portion o:

Douglas also gave Mr Bevan his heartiest 
good wishes‘and, sanction throayhout, and 
vartly on that-gentleman’s recommendation 
fe Bovan waa induced -to enter upon the 
work which has. reaulted so sutisfactoril 
Mr Bovan has conelusively proved that his 
theory as to the oxistence of apacious water 
ways in the interior of Now Giinda*was 
correct.

Farther up there is good chocolate svil and 
nico. open forest country, , which could be 
easily cleared, and is practically uninhabit- 
ed. ‘Tho Victory steamed up the atream 
over 100 miles, about cighty miles inland 
as the crow flies from Cape Blackwood. 
There are two important fresh water 
tributaries to the Douglas. River,” one of 
which Mr Bevan named the Burne and 
the other the Philp. Those have imposing 
ranges on either side, the scenery bein, 
really: -beautifn!. ‘The Victory 8 ed 
some distance up.the Burris and tho Philp 
and returned to the Douglas, steaming ont 
into Deception Bay, by another mouth, the 
passage being remarkably good, thore being 
nothing less than four fathoms of. water, 
deepening to sevon and eight. The bay: is 
sheltered -by a non-shifting sand bank. 
The party were attacked by natives once 
when going up tiie Aird. Pacific mesures 
were resorted to, and only one or two 
shota were fired. The. sicsmer’s whistle 
was blown which scomed to have a terrify- 
ing effect upou the darkies who then ceased 
their warlike demonstrations. During the 
trip five new tribes wore discovered. The 
first tribe inhabiting the conntry behind 
‘Airds Hill, Mr Bevan could nat obtain their 
name, Tho sccond tribe are called Toonco 
fuethor up the Aird, which is now Found to 
be only an estuary. The third fribs are 


ealled Moko, their country baing on Vecep- | 


tion Bay or rather on a river where it 
cntera the Bay; the fourth, the Evorra 
are about sixteon miles inland from 
Bala Head, and Bimoorvo tribe are about 
the samo distance north-west from Bald 
Head. Oape Blackwood is not the main- 
tond at all, bat an island -with high trees 
upon it. There are no " 
Head is only’ an alluvial island similar to 
Cape Blackwood. “Another large river 
which was discovered was entered from 
Bald Bead, where there are five mouths ; 
for a loug time past-these have been report- 
od by tho natives as_loading up to.a very 
large stream. Myx Bevan proved this to bé 
the cnse ase came upon whatlooked a 
large Inke but was.a noble river, which ho 
named the Jubiles, in honor of the Queen’s 
Jubilee year, Ho atoamed up this river for 
over 100 miles intp the ranges, where owing 
to the want. of timo tho Victory waa com- 
pelled to turn. back without continuing 
what would probably have oventuated 
in most valuably discoveries, - Whore the 
returh journey commenced the Jubilee 
was 300 yards wide and the finding ofthis 
river is undoubtedly tho crowning point of 
Mr Bevan’s short expedition, which wns 
only. of. preliminary character. <A’ very 
large amount of good is. likely to follow 
such important discoveries. Mr Bevan 
named the head of the delta of the Douglas 
River tho Barnett, Hill and Barnett Junc- 
tion, after Mr Barnott, of Cooktown, and 
intends to namo ‘another important stream 
he came across alter Captain Mackay, our 
Harbor Master. 
- During the’ expedition 
birds, and. a few suakes, lizzards, butter- 
flies, &c., were collected, and many. photo- 
graphs were ‘taken, Careful ‘andfull jot 
tings were. made for future teference. on 
charts &¢ _ ‘The temperature: all through 
was very. enjoyable about 95 degrees in. the 
early morning to 86 in’ the shade at noon. 
The hottest felt. was 120 inthe sua on 
only one oceasion. The weather was fae 
throughout, and the greatest good feeling 
revailed amongst tho party. - Tobacco and 
sago were found io be ‘pleatiful and the 
natives brought off excellent specimens of 
the former to the party. . The natives wero 
disposod to. be friendly throughout . after 
their inquisitiveness ‘was satisfied, and no 
difficulty was found in mnunging them.
